2. Covering letters or memoranda relating to parts of the 
autopsy protocol, other than the memoranda of C. B. Galloway 
dated November 25, 1963? a11 ^ Js® 1535 J* Rowley dated December 2u 
1963. Copies of these have been furnished to you. 

3. A document showing the distribution of the eight original 
copies of the autopsy protocol. 

4. The receipt for the autopsy photographs and x-rays signed 
by Roy Kellerman.. 

The page in CD 87, folder 1, that bears Control No. 146, does not con 
tain a statement by J. Lee Rankin concerning the bullets in Officer 
Tippit, nor do the next few pages contain this statement. The note e 
this page (No. l46) concerning the shells found in Lee Harvey Oswald ‘ 
pistol was apparently written by Janes J. Rowley. Enclosed are copie 
of this page and of the FBI report of an. interview with Robert MacNei 
We also enclose copies of two memoranda concerning Governor Connolly 1 
wounds that have previously been roade available for research as part 
the files relating to films, photographs, tape recordings, and press 
clippings (the "IQ?" files). 




The only part oi the file concerning Osv/ald's income taxes (file 5-1 } 
which can be made available for research is a transmittal letter. ^ Tb • 
income cax reports in the file are withheld by the direction of the 
Internal Revenue Service under Guideline 1. A copy of the transmit!;:,., 
letter will be furnished to you when we make tlio additional files of 
correspondence o.c the .Commission available for research on September 2 
We will also furnish you at that time copies of the memoranda and 
correspondence that have not been previously made available for resear 
which are in the autopsy file for President Kennedy and the files re- 
lating to Governor Connolly's wounds. 

For information concerning the possibility of obtaining a copy of a 
summary report on. the ballistic tests conducted at Edgewood. Arsenal, 
you should write to the Chemical Research and Development laboratories 
Edgewood Arsenal, Maryland-.
